Be there for all three nights 
of the Miss Greenbelt Pageant 
and feel the suspense mount 
prior to the crowning on Sunday 
of Little Miss, Junior Miss and 
Miss Greenbelt for the year 
2003-2004. Then stroll to a fa- 
vorite observation point along 
Crescent Road to watch the La- 
bor Day Parade on Monday. A 
detailed schedule of events is in- 
cluded in the special pullout in 
this paper — which can be saved 
as a souvenir program. A sum- 
mary of highlights follows. 

The stage will be located in 
front of the aquatic center, with 
nonstop acts throughout the 
weekend. The carnival will op- 
erate in the parking lot of the 
Roosevelt Center and on the 
lawn in front of the Community 
Center (next to the library).

Getting There 

Free shuttle buses leave the 
Municipal Building every hour 
on the hour throughout each day 
to pick up and drop off festival 
goers at three locations: Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School (at 15 
minutes past the hour), Greenbelt 
Elementary School (at 30 minutes 
past the hour) and Green Ridge 
House (at 45 minutes past the 
hour). The last runs will be 
timed to coincide each night 
with the close of the carnival.

County Schools Reopen Monday; 


Starting Times Have Changed 


Prince George’s County pub- 
lic schools will open Monday, 
August 25 for the 2003-2004 
school year. School hours have 
been changed for all of the local 
schools (see box). Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School has had 
the greatest change — opening 
an hour earlier. It will open at 
8:30, with Zero period classes 
(for students taking an extra 
class) starting at 7:15. 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
opens at 8:15; Greenbelt, Mag- 
nolia and Berwyn Heights el- 
ementary schools at 9:15; and 
Greenbelt Middle School at 9. 
There have been no boundary 
changes that would affect 
Greenbelt students this year. 

The specific ages of children 
entering preschool and kindergar- 
ten are changing. To be eligible 
for preschool, a student must 
have been born between Decem- 
ber 1, 1998 and October 31, 
1999. For kindergarten, the birth 
dates are January 1, 1998 through 
November 30, 1998. For this 
school year first graders’ ages for 
admission remain at the tradi- 
tional dates, i.e. January 1, 1997 
through December 31, 1997. 

In 2001 the Maryland State 
Board of Education adopted rec- 
ommendations which changed

the entrance cut-off birthdates for 
school children from December 
31 to September 30. This 
change is being phased in until 
the 2006-2007 school year when 
all students must be the required 
age by September 30. 
Registration 

The need for new students to 
bring all of the necessary paper- 
work to register for school was 
emphasized by school staff. This 
applies to new students and 
transferring students at all age 
levels. Students must have six 
specific documents with them 
when registering. These include 
birth certificate, immunization 
record, child’s social security 
number, proof of residency, name 
and address of previous school 
and the child’s last report card. 
Immunizations needed include 
diphtheria, tetanus, pertussis, po- 
liomyelitis, measles (rubeola) and 
rubella (German measles). Pre- 
schoolers may need additional 
immunizations. 

Proof of residency in Prince 
George’s County could include a 
deed or an apartment rental con- 
tract. The importance of bring- 
ing the student’s last report card 
was also emphasized, as the 
courses taken and grades received 
can help place the child quickly 


in the appropriate classroom. 
Attendance 

State law requires school at- 
tendance for every child between 
the ages of five and 16. All 
children in the state of Maryland 
are required to attend kindergar- 
ten or an alternative program. A 
law was passed several years ago

GIVES Will Participate 
In Labor Day Festival

When August rolls around, 
can Labor Day be far behind? 
And in this city what organiza- 
tion can resist the call to add 
their bit to the festival that 
winds up the summer? Espe- 
cially an organization of volun- 
teers like GIVES (the Greenbelt 
Intergenerational Volunteer Ex- 
change Service)? 

New business for the GIVES 
board meeting on August 2 was 
to decide exactly how the local 
group would participate. Cer- 
tainly they will sponsor a table, 
they agreed, on Information Day, 
Saturday, August 30, when all 
local organizations are invited to 
distribute news about themselves 
at the Labor Day Festival. 
GIVES members will be setting 
out flyers and brochures describ- 
ing this unique organization. 

For the livelier, younger mem- 
bers and some of the feistier 
older folks a place in the Labor 
Day parade is also planned. 
The banner, “Neighbor Helping 
Neighbor,” will characterize the 
group. 

Purpose 

GIVES was organized some 
eight years ago to provide ser- 
vices to Greenbelt’s frail, dis- 
abled and elderly citizens. 
Mostly through exchange of ser- 


vices — one person’s strength 
compensating for another 
person’s weakness — members 
have made it possible for 
Greenbelt’s citizens to continue 
to live in their own homes. 

And not only Greenbelters. 
Among the membership of 196 
are 17 people who live nearby, 
like Berwyn Heights and 
Beltsville. Most of them joined 
when GIVES was part of a larger, 
area-wide organization that has 
since disbanded. 

By far the largest number of 
requests for service involves 
transportation. During the last 
two months, for example, 18 
such requests have been filled — 
usually in helping others to keep 
their medical appointments. 
But a major contribution for cer- 
tain shut-ins is providing gro- 
cery shopping, which sometimes 
involves carrying filled bags up 
a flight or two of stairs. 

In order to facilitate this 
Carry-in service or to assist a 
frail person to walk to a car, the 
helper’s car must sometimes be 
parked in a restricted space. In 
order to insure that such a 
helper is not ticketed for tempo- 
rarily occupying such a space,

Stating School's Mission 
Draws Students Together

The students of Greenbelt EI- 
ementary School have spoken: 
“Our mission 1s to receive an ex- 
cellent education in a safe envi- 
ronment and to achieve academic 
excellence. Each day we will 
work toward becoming respon- 
sible citizens and lifelong learn- 
ers. In addition, we will show 
empathy and great respect toward 
all people. We wrote it, we said 
it and now we will live it!” 

History 

In 2002 the teachers of 
Greenbelt Elementary School 
proposed that students compose a 
mission statement expressing the 
goals they wanted to achieve 
during the school year. Within 
individual classrooms, students 
brainstormed and discussed the 
expectations for their educational 
experience. 

They studied other mission 
statements, such as those of the 
Girl Scouts and Boy Scouts, to 
get ideas. As a result, the com- 
pleted mission statement would 
represent the established goals of 
the student body. 

Initially creating a mission 
statement was proposed follow- 
ing a dramatic change in the stu- 
dent population. Over 100 stu- 
dents had transferred from Mag- 
nolia Elementary School to 
Greenbelt Elementary to attend a 
school closer to home. Working 


together on the mission state- 
ment would help bring the new 
students together with their new 
classmates and teachers to out- 
line their mutual expectations. 

Developing the mission state- 
ment became a learning experi- 
ence for students. For example, 
they were able to augment their 
vocabulary. “[In] the mission 
statement students used a lot of 
words that I thought showed that 
they had a vocabulary,” says 
Beth Novick, a fifth grade 
teacher. “The first step toward 
resolving conflict is, do you 
know how to talk about it? [Stu- 
dents] have a vocabulary for 
talking about peaceful and 
healthy interactions in a 
school.” 

Writing Process 

During the writing process for 
the mission statement, specific 
students were selected to govern 
the ideas and organization of 
this project. Six students and 
two advisors worked closely to- 
gether examining the mission 
statement suggested by each 
grade level. Once approved by 
the principal and finalized by 
each class, the mission statement 
was accepted as the single docu- 
ment by which the school deter- 
mines its rules.

In order to reinforce the state- 
ment, students have been encour- 
aged to recite it every morning 
but they are not required to do 
so. The statement is merely a 
reminder of students’ objectives 
and behavior in a school envi- 
ronment. 

“T think kids have an oppor- 
tunity to express what they feel 
should happen in school and 
then have people listen to 
them,” says Novick. “I think 
that initial process was the most 
important part. It (the mission 
statement) solidified us at the 
beginning of the year as a group 
of people who had a mission.” 

Practicing Goals 

The staff of Greenbelt El- 
ementary School enforces the 
mission by sponsoring events to 
involve the students in practicing 
the goals listed in the statement. 
Recently the school sponsored a 
program called Jump Rope and 
Hoops for Heart. The money 
raised in this program went to 
the American Heart Association. 
This program gave students a 
chance to demonstrate the ability 
to be responsible citizens and 
lifelong learners. 

In addition Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary enforces the mission state- 
ment through the idea of a more 
democratic learning experience. 
Students have created a non-fic- 
tion book on animals to educate 
their fellow classmates on impor- 
tant issues. In the spring, 
Greenbelt Elementary hosted a 
multicultural dinner where a tour 
was given of the school, includ- 
ing projects students created to 
present to the community. 

Community service is also en- 
couraged. Before classes com- 
mence, students sit together and 
discuss current issues that they 
face in school. Students are able 
to follow an established deci- 
sion-making process. Choice is 
also given to students in terms of 
how they want to learn. 

At the beginning of the 
school year students proposed 
their joint mission. At the end 
of the school year they reviewed 
it. Students were asked to sum- 
marize their mission by isolating 
specific segments of the state- 
ment. For example, students 
were asked when they were able 
to show empathy to other people. 
This review revisited the mission 
statement as a learning experi- 
ence. 

“We’re here for a purpose,” 
says Novick. “We worked toward 
that purpose of academic excel- 
lence.”

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City Encourages Seniors 
To Participate in Survey

“T’ve just completed the Senior 
Needs Assessment survey.” Those 
are the words that David Moran is 
longing to hear from every 
Greenbelter 60 years and older. 
Moran, assistant to the city man- 
ager, recently described the 
progress being made on this criti- 
cal citywide Assistance in Living 
Program - Senior Needs Assess- 
ment. Approximately 150 se- 
niors have been surveyed so far 
and the hope is to survey about 
150 more. Residents from all ar- 
eas of the city are being sur- 
veyed; all data collected will be 
held confidential. Moran hopes 
to complete the survey in the 
coming weeks. 

Caregivers of seniors are also 
being sought for interviews and 
many more people in this cat- 
egory are needed. Moran said, 
“If you’re caring for a senior in 
their home,’ that meets the defini- 
tion of caregiver. The caregiver 
could be a spouse, child, friend or 
neighbor who is helping someone 
with activities of daily living on 
a regular, but not necessarily full- 
time, basis. In addition, if neigh- 
bors know of a homebound per- 
son, they are encouraged to pro- 
vide that name to the city. Often 
homebound persons do not hear 
about city news and may not be 
aware of the survey. 

In addition to seniors, resi- 
dents somewhat younger are be- 
ing surveyed for their future 
needs. They may be asked to par- 
ticipate in an intercept survey un- 
dertaken by Sukol Associates. 
Survey staff will approach (inter- 
cept) persons at grocery stores 
and other locations in town and 
ask them to respond to a few 
questions. 

Survey Goals 

Grant funds have been re- 
ceived to begin looking at aging 
trends in Greenbelt. Greenbelt 
has become a “naturally occur- 
ring retirement community,’ espe- 
cially in the center city and east- 
ern areas. People are moving 
here and staying here. As they 
age, they often need more ameni- 
ties to help them live life to the 
fullest. The city wants to find 
out what current senior and pre- 
senior residents need and want as 
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they continue to age in place. 
The best way to find out is to 
have the residents themselves tell 
the city. Thus, the survey. 

Findings from the survey will 
be used to obtain more grant 
funds and to set in motion 
changes within the city. The sur- 
vey will also help to identify in- 
dividual needs that can be imme- 
diately addressed. Christal Batey, 
community resource advocate, de- 
scribed a situation where a resi- 
dent was spending hundreds of 
dollars a month for prescription 
medications. Batey was able to 
find a program providing assis- 
tance and the person now spends 
$360 a month less on prescrip- 
tions. 

Batey emphasized that resi- 
dents of all income levels should 
complete the survey. In many in- 
stances, residents do not have to 
be poor or indigent to obtain as- 
sistance. This survey is the op- 
portunity for Greenbelters to help 
develop the program that they 
need and want. 

Those who wish to complete 
the survey and describe their cur- 
rent level of activity and possible 
future needs should contact the 
city offices at 301-474-8000. A 
volunteer will then arrange a 
time to administer the survey. 
Those who wish to recommend a 
homebound person for the survey 
should also contact this number.

A Review 
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The Bard Still Entertains 
As in the Times of Yore

Many came out on a hot but 
beautiful afternoon last Sunday 
to see the traditional yearly 
Shakespeare on the Green festival 
at Buddy Attick Lake Park. This 
year the Greenbelt Arts Center is 
presenting an edited version of 
“Henry V.” This free performance 
lasts about an hour and a half, 
not long enough to melt the au- 
dience (and the actors in their 
beautiful, yet heavy costumes) 
but long enough to get the gist 
of the play. 

The atmosphere at these plays 
is really a major highlight. One 
gets to enjoy these historical 
plays, it seems, like their origi- 
nal spectators. The audience 
can laze around on the lawn, eat, 
drink, even chat during the pre- 
sentation. Sure, there are distrac- 
tions, but they really add to the 
experience. 

As many shy away from 
Shakespeare’s history plays, they 
may not necessarily be too fa- 
miliar with this one. Yet some 
might remember it from the very 
positively-received Kenneth 
Branagh movie adaptation in 
1989. In terms of current politi- 
cal events, of course, the play 
also shows how well 
Shakespearean plays may trans- 
late into contemporary issues. 

This originally patriotic play 
is about the historical figure of 
Henry V, one of England’s great- 
est military leaders, and his con- 
flict with France. The play is 
politically one-sided. Shake- 
speare portrays the invading En- 
glish as heroes and the French as 
fools and child murderers. Thus, 
some critics call the play imperi- 
alistic. But others caution audi- 
ences to keep in mind when it 
was written and that, by Renais- 
sance standards, Henry V was a 
great hero. 

Joshua Engel, in the title role, 
was convincing. He is sur- 
rounded by the kind of tough 
masculine auro-physical appear- 
ance as well as his wonderfully 


projecting and authoritative 
voice — appropriate for a great 
warrior. On the English side, 
Chris Fominaya as the Welsh 
Captain Fluellen, receives an 
honorable mention. His charac- 
ter is mostly a comic relief in 
the play and both Fominaya’s 
accent and his comic talent 
shone through during every mo- 
ment. 

On the French side, the actors 
who shone especially were 
Heather Martin as Katherine, 
daughter of the French king; Pe- 
ter Lord in several roles and Jaki 
Demarest (playing a man) as the 
Constable of France. Martin was 
right-on as the slightly naive, 
pretty and somewhat ignorant 
princess. Her scenes with her 
lady-in-waiting, as the two are 
translating some French into En- 
glish, are gems in the play. 

Lord did the best accent work 
of the ensemble. He also aided 
some of the play’s child actors 
flawlessly through this difficult 
play. Demarest had no trouble 
being convincing in this very 
male role. She was a believable 
warrior and her sword fights with 
King Henry V (both using real 
swords, not plastic props) were 
the highlight of this wonderful 
show. These stage combats, fan- 
tastically choreographed by 
Penny Martin — made to be at 
times funny, at times serious — 
were a real treat. 

Ginny Zanner produced and 
Charlie Jones directed Shake- 
speare on the Green. 

Anyone interested in seeing 
this fabulous play by the Bard, 
whether to poke fun at the 
French, to enjoy the sword 
fights, or to brush up on one’s 
Shakespeare, is welcome to join 
the cast for the other free perfor- 
mances, on August 24 at the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen- 
ter and on August 30 and 31 at 
the Greenbelt Arts Center. All 
performances are at 5 p.m.

USDA Dedicates 


Two Facilities 

The U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture (USDA) will dedicate two 
new human nutrition research fa- 
cilities August 26 at its Henry A.

Senior Resource of the Month: 


Drug Discount Program 
by Christal Parker Batey 


The most frequent request for service through the Greenbelt 
Assistance In Living Program office is discounts on prescriptions. 
The Maryland Pharmacy Assistance Program helps eligible Mary- 
land residents pay for medically necessary prescriptions. This 
program has two benefit groups: Maryland Pharmacy Assistance 
Program and the Maryland Pharmacy Discount Program. 

The Maryland Pharmacy Assistance Program is for people with 
incomes at or below $869 monthly for one person and $1,010 
monthly for a couple and with assets of $4,000 for one person 
or $6,000 per couple. The Maryland Pharmacy Discount Pro- 
gram is for people who receive Medicare and have monthly in- 
come below $1,310 for one person and $1,768 or less per couple. 
Money in the bank and the value of other assets are not counted 
for the Pharmacy Discount Program. 

Pharmacy Assistance Program recipients pay a co-payment for 
each original prescription and refill. The state pays a reduced 
cost and not the regular retail price for most prescriptions. The 
discount program recipient pays 65% of the state’s reduced cost, 
plus a small processing fee. There is no monthly premium to 


enroll in either program. 
Both the Pharmacy Assistance and the Pharmacy Discount Pro- 


gram use the same one page, two sided, mail in application. The 
completed application requires documentation of income, assets 
(if required) and certain other information. To request an appli- 
cation, call toll free 1-800-226-2142 or for the Maryland Relay 
Service call 1-800-735-2258. A copy of the application and in- 
structions are available online at www.dhmh.state.md.us/mma/ 
mpap. All completed applications must be mailed to: Maryland 
Pharmacy Program, P.O. Box 386, Baltimore, MD 21203-0386.

the city has now worked out a 
special policy with GIVES, in 
which the car’s flasher lights will 
be turned on and a special, lami- 
nated sign placed on the dash- 
board. Notification of this new 
policy was mailed to GIVES 
members last month. 

In exchange for such services, 
frailer members pay back what 
they have received in equivalent 
hours of time through quieter, 
but no less valuable services — 
perhaps writing letters for those 
who can no longer see or phon- 
ing daily to check on another 
person’s welfare. Some members 
provide minor home repairs, 
some offer computer help, some 
walk another person’s pet. The 
range of services can be as great 
as the range of need. 

President John Taylor stressed 
that all assignments must be co- 
ordinated through the GIVES of- 
fice. Sometimes members satis- 
fied with a previous response 
have undertaken to call another 
member directly for a repeat ser- 
vice. But since the system relies 
on each member’s being able to 
earn hourly credits against that 
person’s own future debits, only 
the central exchange can insure 
that each member has that op- 
portunity.

Income Guidelines for School Lunches 


Prince George’s County Pub- 
lic Schools has announced re- 
vised income eligibility guide- 
lines for free and reduced-price 
meals for the coming school 
year. Meals include lunch in all 
schools and breakfast in those 
schools where it is served. 
Household size and income de- 
termine eligibility. 

A child in a family or house- 
hold of two would be eligible for 
a free meal if the household’s 
current annual income is below 
$15,756. For each additional 
family member, $4,082 is added 
to this figure to compute eligibil- 
ity. To be eligible for a reduced- 
price meal, a family of two must 
have an income of less than 
$22,422 with $5,809 added for 
each additional member of a 
family. Reduced-price lunch is 
40 cents and breakfast, where 
available is 30 cents. 

This year some families have 
been directly certified for free or 
reduced meals. They should 
have already received notifica- 


tion by mail. For others, new 
application procedures have gone 
into effect. Detailed guidelines 
on the program and the new pro- 
cedures are available at each 
public school. Information 
should also be sent home with 
each child the first day of school. 
Additional information can 
also be obtained by calling the 
school system at 301-952-6580 
or, for the hearing impaired, 
through the Maryland Relay at 
1-800-735-2258. 


Bus Schedules 


Since school bus schedules 
have been computerized, the 
school system was unable to pro- 
vide Greenbelt bus schedules to 
the News Review. Elementary 
students are considered “walkers” 
if they live within 1.5 miles of 
school; the radius for middle 
school and high school students 
is two miles. For more informa-

that lowered the age of compul- 
sory school attendance to five 
years of age; it affects all chil- 
dren who were five by December 
31, 2002. It requires that chil- 
dren attend kindergarten before 
entering first grade. The law per- 
mits some exemptions. Five- 
year-olds may be enrolled in a 
child care center or Head Start or 
homeschool program. When ap- 
propriate, a child may be granted 
a one-year level-of-maturity 
waiver. 

A parent or guardian of a 
child who attended an alterna- 
tive program must register the 
child for first grade prior to the 
opening of school of the school 
year in which the child becomes 
six years old and must provide 
documentation showing proof of 
attendance in the alternate set- 
ting. Documentation includes 
the date the child was enrolled 
and the number of days the child 
was absent. 

A six-year-old child who 
moves into Maryland who has 
not had a kindergarten experi- 
ence may be enrolled in kinder- 
garten or first grade. The local 
school system will determine the 
appropriate grade placement. 

Lunch Prices 

Lunch and breakfast prices 
will remain the same as for the 
last several years. Elementary 
school children’s lunch will be 
$1.75. Lunch for middle and 
high schoolers will be $1.85. 
Reduced price lunches will be 
40 cents for all grades. Break- 
fast in elementary schools will be 
$1.10; in middle and high 
schools it will be $1.25. Re- 
duced price breakfast is 30 cents 
Milk prices will also stay the 
same - 40 cents. Adult meals 
will be priced a la carte. 

Children will be bringing 
home information about free or 
reduced cost lunches close to the 
first day of school. A detailed

Extracurricular 

High school students need to 
have a 2.0 or better grade point 
average in order to participate in 
extracurricular sports or activities. 
Averages will be computed quar- 
terly. 

Expulsion Policy 

Strict standards will continue 
to be upheld for drug, alcohol 
and weapons (including knives) 
abuse. Students need to be 
aware that none of these may be 
brought to school at any time 
and that expulsion will result 
should the rule be broken. Ac- 
cording to the Code of Student 
Conduct students will be ex- 
pelled for the first offense involv- 
ing the use of or possession of 
weapons. 

For incidents involving drugs 
or alcohol, the students will be 
expelled for the first offense in- 
volving distribution and the sec- 
ond offense involving posses- 
sion. Most of these students are 
not eligible for re-admission to 
the Prince George’s County 
school until the following fall 
semester. They must also present 
documentation of satisfactory 
participation in the alcohol/drug 
treatment program. Should a 
child bring a loaded weapon to 
school, the parent will be pros- 
ecuted under state law. 

Medication Policy 

The Department of Health and 
Human Services within Prince 
George’s County Public Schools, 
acting on a recommendation 
from the state of Maryland, 
changed school policy several 
years ago regarding the dispens- 
ing of prescription and non-pre- 
scription medicine to students. 

No medicines will be given to 
students without a physician’s 
medication authorization form 
PS-51 or PSSI-EPIPEN. Forms 
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are available at all schools. All 
medications will be kept in the 
health room and not taken to the 
child’s classroom. 

Parents are asked to inform 
the school principal, health ser- 
vices staff and the classroom 
teacher of any known allergy or 
serious health problem their 
child(ren) may have. Every ef- 
fort will be made to protect all 
students from injury and to pro- 
vide a healthful environment. 

Students will be transported 
by ambulance to the nearest 
medical facility should they re- 
quire emergency treatment that 
cannot be provided at the school 
site. Parents will be notified as 
soon as possible. 

Websites 

All schools in Greenbelt have 
a website (see box for website 
addresses). Some are more de- 
tailed than others and, as of 
mid-August, not all had been 
updated to reflect the new school 
year. However, most schools have 
a list of needed school supplies 
on their site. The Prince 
George’s County School system 
has an elaborate website 
(www.pgcps.org) containing gen- 
eral information about the school 
system as well as detailed infor- 
mation on bus schedules, policy 
issues, future plans, school board 
meetings and agendas and infor- 
mation about individual schools 
in the system. The most popular 
site at the county level is a list- 
ing of lunch menus for an entire 
month. Students, parents and 
community members are encour- 
aged to access their school 
website. Greenbelters without 
children in school may want to 
access this site to learn more 
about the school system and its 
philosophy and activities. One 
particularly useful service avail- 
able to parents is an email noti- 
fication that is issued if schools 
close early for any reason.

Dress Code 


Springhill Lake Elementary 
School is the only public school 
in Greenbelt with a voluntary 
uniform system. For other 
schools, the following dress code 
was initiated over five years 
ago. 

A headdress can be worn in- 
doors for religious or health rea- 
sons only.

Then, 
after weeks of submissions and 
the final selection, the Outstand- 
ing Citizen is named. 

Each year the selection is a 
well-guarded surprise but the 
honoree is always greeted with 
rounds of applause from the audi- 
ence in recognition of all of the 
activities and contributions that 
individual has made to the city. 
A reception for the Outstanding 
Citizen is held in the Municipal 
Building immediately following 
the award. 

At approximately 7:45 p.m. 
the 2003 Miss Greenbelt Pageant 
contestants are introduced on 
stage. Ranging in age from 7 to 
19, they exemplify some of the 
best qualities of young women 
today in terms of community in- 
volvement, academic achievement 
and interests and abilities in 
sports and the arts.
